





Progressives Sweep Council Slate

• BREAKING THE STRANGLEHOLD which the 
Allied Party has had on Student Council Elections for 
the last three years, the Progressive Party swept clean 
the entire slate and took every Student Council posi- 
tion on the block. 

As pre-election dopesters had figured, the election 
was the closest in years, with all the Progressive can- 
didates elected by a very small majority. Fighting 
the Allied Party political machine with every instru- 
ment at their command, the Progressives garnered 
enough of 1,227 votes cast to gain the coveted Student 
Council positions. 

Closest fight ensued in the presidential and vice- 
presidential slots with Anne Peterson winning over 


Margaret Lynn 626 to 601 for the presidency, and 
Mervin Lewis polling 18 more votes than Felicia Hiller 
to defeat ho- 620 to 602. 

Phyllis Sherman and Juanita Hall, running un- 
opposed for the positions of program director and 
secretary respectively, were automatically elected. 

Complete tabulations on the election, furnished by 
Advocate Jimmy Huddleston were: president, Anne

With the block-type Australian Ballot System in 
effect, the vote cast this year was an approximate 200 
vote Increase over last year's total of 1,030. In all, 
1,227 votes were cast except for the one vote thrown 
in by Shirley Temple’s press agent for secretary which 
cut Hall's vote down to 1,226. > /

Looking at the results of the voting, it would 
appear that 200 students, if that, “split their tickets" 
and voted on qualifications alone. In the race for the 
presidency nad vice-presidency, Allied polled exactly 
the same number for both positions — 601; while the 
Progressives varied only six votes. 

While the Progressive Party completely failed to 
eliminate "pledging of votes” and methods of securing 
votes can be criticized on both sides, it is not. only 
the parties and their leaders’ fault. It Is again the 
student body. Only 1,227 votes were cast for presi- 
dent with 1,193 for advocate, which is smaU indeed out 
of an enrollment of 6,000. And of the total votes cast, 
a good three-fourths represents the organized vote 
of the groups backing the two parties— a vote back- 
ing not a candidate, but a party. Many outside of

. the SAN FRANCISCO CONFERENCE begins to- 
morrow. Behind that Innocuous statement lies t 
hopes, dreams and plans of men and nations for more 
than the past 1900 years. Once again the nation, 
the world are to be seated around a conference table 
In a combined effort to put a stop to the greatest 

scourge of mankind — War. 

What they hope to do and the way they ope o 
do it is no secret. The widest possible publicity has 
been attempted by the State Department and hun- 
dreds of peace loving organizations, who have dis- 
tributed literature and pamphlets to any that would 

read them. - \ . 

And i so, we were greatly surprised at first, ana 
then terribly disappointed tp pick up the latest release 
from the GaHup Poll and find that only one-third of 
the people who have heard or read about the con- 
ference seem to have a reasonably correct idea of what 
it plans to take up. The other two-thirds either have 
an erroneous idea or just don’t know. 

Most damning piece of evidence in the survey is 
the report that of those polled who had coUege educa- 
tions — only about half (53%) named the creating of 
a world organization as the chief purpose of the 
meeting. 

Then, thinking back on what we have observed 
this year (or. rather have failed to observe), we real- 
ized for possibly the flrst time that here, too, college 
students seem to know little about this most impor-
